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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments/Declarations 

1. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, pages 7-11, filed 3/27/08, with respect to claims 31 
and 36 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 35 USC 1 12(lst) rejection of claims 
3 1 and 36 has been withdrawn. 

2. The declarations under 37 CFR 1 . 132 filed 3/27/08 are sufficient to overcome the 
rejection of claims 31 and 36 based upon 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to because Figure 2 is not labeled as Figure 2 in the Drawings 
submitted on 4/3/00. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required 
in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the 
sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.
